o f 9 9 Missio naries o n Duty 
in War Stricken

Peiping, Aug. 31 (A5) — Ameri­ 
can 
officials ex pressed

anx iety today for 99 United 
States missionaries in Sh antung 
prov ince wh o h av e not been 
h eard from since th e consulate 
at Tsinan, th e prov incial capital, 
was closed last Friday .

Japanese commanders declared 
Japanese forces captured Woo- 
sung, 12 miles north of Shang­ 
hai, at the outset of a “big push” 
against the city’s Chinese troops. 
A terrific bombardment, which 
resounded through the Interna­ 
tional areas, ev idently was the 
first phase of the dev eloping of­ 
fensiv e through the Kiangwan 
sector, Shanghai’s “back door” 
to the north. Japanese officers 
said Shanghai’s north station 
was bombed. 
Before the dev astating fire of 
planes and heav y artillery be­ 
gan, the Japanese army and for­ 
eign police combined forces to 
driv e 12,000 bewildered Chinese 
from their homes in the Hong- 
k ew and Yangtzepoo districts on 
Shanghai’s north side.

A second test of the k ind, 
started in 19 29 , inv olv ing a more 
adv anced 
Rollator 
design, 
is 
mak ing an ev en more rem ark ­ 
able engineering 
performance, 
running 
continuously 
at 
the 
Norge laboratories in Detroit. 
Henry Ford has assembled an 
internationally famous collection 
of outstanding mechanical, a r­ 
chitectural 
and 
t e c hn i c a l 
achiev ements in a historically 
reconstructed v illage of Ameri­ 
cana at his Edison Museum. It is 
one of the outstanding show 
places of the western hemis­ 
phere, attracting worldwide v is­ 
itors. 
On August 28, 19 26, Howard E. 
Blood, its discov erer, started the 
original 
Rollator 
compressing 
mechanism on its m arathon run 
in Norge laboratories at Detroit. 
Before then, although recogniz­ 
ing theoretical adv antages of the 
rotary type compressor, engin­ 
eers had felt that practical ob­ 
stacles of operating 
efficiency

TREASURY TO ISK

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SHADOWS ON DRAGON THRONE 
Japan and China are still in a state of at least 
technical peace, neither of them claiming b ellig­ 
erent rights vis-a-vis the exterior, non-comb at­ 
ant world. Yet into the former capital of China, 
where emperors so long ru led du ring the age of 
China’s magnificence, marched a b rigade of Jap­ 
anese troops, paraded in fu ll war equ ipment to 
take formal possession. Thu s what was once 
Peking, what is now Peiping, b ecomes a Japanese 
metropolis. The rest of the world is left to make 
what it pleases of it. 
There was a satiric tou ch—one can su spect the 
Japanese of b eing hu morou s — in the leaflets 
showered from airplanes on the Chinese popu lace 
as the troops tramped past the palaces. One item 
read: 
"Both the Chinese people and North China al­ 
ways will b e Northern Chinese.” 
If an invading foe, in the cou rse of an u nde­ 
clared war, occu pied ou r former capital, New 
York, It wou ld dou b tless qu iet ou r apprehensions 
to b e assu red that we shou ld remain North 
Americans. The inhab itants of Peiping are at 
least certain of one thing—that Peiping will re­ 
main at 40 north latitu de. Not even Japan can 
change that! 
Bu t Japan can change a great deal else, and 
whether Peiping and Northern China will ever 
b e restored to Chinese ru le is dou b tfu l in the 
extreme. The Japanese know how to u se senti­ 
ment for practical pu rposes, and one b it of 
practical sentiment, at least from the Japanese 
viewpoint, wou ld b e to plu nk Emperor Kang Teh, 
who now “reigns'’ in Manchu ku o, on the “Dragon 
Throne” of his ancestors in Peiping. He might 
even b e perm itted to proceed to the Temple of 
Heavens, now in Japanese occu pation, to make 
ob eisance to the shade of that su preme xenopho- 
b iac, the great Dowager Empress, who wants to 
drive all foreigners ou t of China. 
Somehow it seems a long time since that first 
Winter of President Harding’s Administration, 
when Japan, sitting at a tab le in the Pan-Amer­ 
ican Union at Washington, agreed to restore 
Shantu ng to China, and ever afterward respect 
the administrative and territorial integrity of 
her great neighb or. One has a vagu e recollec­ 
tion ihai some one appropriated on tnat occasion 
the gold fou ntain pen with which Dr. Welling­ 
ton Koo, the principal Chinese delegate, signed 
the pact. 


nu mb er of cars a locomotive can handle. If to­ 
day’s trains were as short as the trains of 36 
years ago, the annu al freight hau ling cost, b ased 
on 19 36 traffic, wou ld b e increased $750,000,000. 
The extremely high wages, plu s lib eral pension 
and other b enefits enjoyetf b y railroad workers, 
are dependent on low-cost operation. The long, 
fast modern freight trains hold operating costs 
down, and thu s make possib le b ig pay for work­ 
ers from moderate freight charges. 
From the standpoint of the general pu b lic, the 
“b ig fellow” likewise performs great services. 
He moves goods with maximu m speed at a m in­ 
imu m cost — thu s helping to hold prices down. 
And longer trains are definitely safer than short 
trains — the-« lore trains you have on a track, 
the greater the chance of accident, as a Federal 
cou rt recently pointed ou t in saying: “The fre­ 
qu ency of train and train-service accidents is 
directly related to the nu mb er of train u nits 
operated.” Between 19 23 and 19 36, when length 
and speed of trains increased rapidly, the fre­ 
qu ency of train accidents dropped 58.5 per cent. 
The “b ig fellow,” drawing mile-long trains, 
serves u s all. He represents the u ltim ate in 
transportation economy and safety. 


THE BIG FELLOW 
American railroad rates are the lowest in the 
world. American railroad wages are the high­ 
est. 
A large part of the credit for this, says the 
Association of American Railroads, mu st go to 
the 
b ig fellow” — the modern su per locomotive 
that can “highb all” a string of b ox cars more 
than a mile long. 
These locomotives develop 6,500 horsepower, 
and they have a speed of 70 miles an hou r. Their 
influ ence on railroad freight charges and rail­ 
road wages is ob viou s. 
For instance, rates are directly affected b y the 


LAWS THAT HIT FARMER TWICE 
The Departm ent of Agricu ltu re has issu ed a 
report on “Price Spreads Between the Farmer 
and the Consu mer.” 
It shows that the farm ers’ share of the con­ 
su mers’ dollar has not exceeded 50 per cent since 
19 20, b u t rose to 44 per cent in 19 36, as com­ 
pared with a low of 33 per cent in 19 32. Fou r 
cau ses for the year to year change in the spread, 
are given: 1. Changes in hou rly wage rates and 
changes in other cost items; 2. Changes in profits 
of processors and dealers; 3. Changes in the effi­ 
ciency of the marketing system; 4. Changes in 
the amou nts of processing and in the amou nts 
of other kinds of services requ ired to deliver 
goods to the u ltimate consu mer. 
From this, it is apparent tha t the farm ers’ 
share of the final selling price of w hat he pro­ 
du ces, is very largely dependent on the economy 
or lack of it of the distrib u ting and marketing 
machine. If a large nu mb er of middlemen are 
involved in moving goods, the farm er gets less. 
If retailers are wastefu l, with high overheads 
which are reflected in b ig mark-u ps, he gets 
less. If the costs of carrying on distrib u tor and 
retailer operations are increased for any rea­ 
son, he gets less. 
There cou ld b e no b etter illu stration of the 
fallacies of laws and special taxes whose in­ 
evitab le resu lt is to coddle the middleman, 
whether necessary or inefficient, b y law; to 
eliminate ail or part of the economies that fol­ 
low long-estab lished m ass-retailing practices; 
and to artificially increase the overhead costs 
of stores whose policy is to sell a maximu m 
amou nt of goods at the lowest price. 
Su ch laws and taxes hit the farm er twice — he 
is a consu mer as well as a produ cer. They make 
him pay more for what he b u ys, while he gets 
less for what he sells.
